FLUSHING, N. Y., Sept. 21 
(UP)—Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson today asked Russia and 


its Balkan satellites to join the 
Western Powers in ending the 
Greek civil war. 

Acheson’s appeal came in a 
major statement of policy deliv- 
ered before the United Nations 
General Assembly, which opened 
a ‘general debate on the world 
situation. Most of the 20 foreign 
ministers here were expected to 
make similar policy declarations. 
*" Acheson told the General As- 
sembly that the U.N.’s Balkan 
Commission — boycotted by Rus- 
sia—should be continued and 
asked the Russians to join it. 

’ Danger Still Exists. — 

“The Balkan Commission,” he 
said, “has concluded that Yugo- 
slavia has decreased, and may 
have ceased, its aid to the Gfeek 
guerrillas, and the guerrilla activi- 
ties in general are declining, but 
the danger still exists because of | 
continuing aid, principally from 
Albania. | 

“It is timely for this Assembly 
to make a renewed effort to re- 
store peace along the northern 
Greek border and to re-establish 
normal] relations between Greece 
and all its northern neighbors. 
Outside aid to the guerrillas must 
stop and Greece must be permit- 
ted to bind .up its wounds. 

“I believe that I express a de- 
sire widely shared in this As- 
sembly when I voice the hope 
that the U.S. S. R., which in the 
past has not participated in the 
Balkan commission, will join in 
renewed consultations looking to- 
wards a settlement of this per- 
sistent and serious problem. 

“If the northern neighbors of 
Greece have come to realize that 
their own self-interest requires 
respect for the recommendations 
of the United Nations and an ad- 
justment of their relations with 
Greece, I feel that a solution can 
be reached at this time.” 

Appeal for Co-Operation. 

Acheson set the tone of the 
American position at this As- 
sembly: with an appeal for a co- 
operative international approach 
to world problems, * 

„We recognize,” he said, “that 
some of them are of terrible 
seriousness. But we also recog- 
nize that they are deeply rooted 
in the experience and traditions 
of. great peoples, in the philoso- 
phlés 6f major ‘political move- 
ments and in inertia—the inertia 
of institutions and conditions 
which intimately affect the lives 
of hundreds of millions of peo- 
ples across the globe, They are 
too deeply rooted, in many in- 
stances, to be rapidly overcome 
by persuasion or compromise or 
by isolated diplomatic gestures. 

“These major problems which 
press upon us cannot be solved 
by national action alone, but 
require common action in the 
light of the common public in- 
terest. The increasing recognition | 
of the concept of public interest 
in the field of international rela- 
tions is a significant — though 
little heralded—fact of our time.”

Prosecution Demands 
‘Merciless’ Verdict for 
Former Hungarian Of- 
ficial, Seven Others. 


— 


BUDAPEST, Sept. 21 (UP)—The 
Hungarian state prosecutor de- 
manded the death penalty today 
for former Hungarian Foreign 
Minister Laszlo Rajk and seven 
others on trial for treason. 

The prosecutor, Gyula Alapai, 


| demanded a “merciless” verdict in 


a 75-minute address to the court 
which closed the week-old trial. 
The eight defendants, seven 
high Hungarian officials and one 
Yugoslav, were accused of treason, 
espionage and plotting to over- 
throw the Government. All plead- 
ed guilty and incriminated them- 
selves in detailed confessions in 
the pattern of the Moscow purge 
trials of the 1930s. 
Alapai, who also prosecuted Car- 
dinal Josef Mindszenty, now serv- 
ing a life term on charges of trea- 
son, said the Government proved 
all parts of the indictment from 
the testimony of Rajk and other 


i, witnesses. 


The prosecutor said Rajk and 
his fellow defendants were com- 
mon agents of American imperial- 
ism.” He charged that Rajk in- 
tended to impose a Fascist gov- 
ernment on Hungary. 

During the trial Rajk and the 
second leading defendant, Lt. Gen. 
Gyorgy Palffy, confessed that 
they plotted to assassinate top 
Communist leaders in Hungary, 
seize the government and form a 
Balkan bloc under Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz of Yugoslavia. - 

Rajk said in his confession that 
he became a police informer 
against Communists at the age of 
23 and served for 17 years as an 
anti-Communist spy for various 
masters, including Tito and the 
United States. . 

The defense, in summations, 
pleaded that Rajk and his co-de- 
fendants were merely tools of 
Americans and Yugoslavs. 

After the defense summed up 
the court abruptly adjourned. It 
will resume tomorrow morning 
when the defendants will have 
their chance for a “last word” in 
court. The sentencing is expected 
Friday.

Bills to Lie Over. 

Much of the president’s “must” 
legislation will be allowed to lie 
over until the second session of 
the Highty-first Congress, starting 
next January. However, next year 
being a congressional election 
year, members don’t want to leave 
too much legislation unfinished 
and be forced ‘to stay in Wash- 
ington next Summer when they 
want to be home campaigning. 

Still slated for consideration 
are these bills, in addition to 
the arms-aid and appropriation 
measures: 

An increase in the minimum 
wage in interstate industry; 
passed by beth chambers but 
not in the same form. 

A new farm price support 
program; passed by the House. 

A bill broadening social se- 
curity coverage; not acted on 
by either chamber, but approved 
by the House ways and means 
committee. 

Raises for military personnel 
and for top government execu- 

tives; passed by the House. 

Revision of the displaced per- 
sons law; passed by the House 
but tied up in the Senate ju- 
diciary committee. 

Federal aid to education; 
passed by the senate but stale- 
mated in the House over a re- 
ligious controversy. A compro- 
mise limiting the aid to direct 
education and not to related 
welfare programs, and provid- 
ing funds for public schools 
only, may be worked out. 

Other Measures. 

Other bills that congressional 
leaders hope to get around to, 
sooner or later, deal with health 
insurance, civil rights, raises in 
postal rates, aid for Korea, re- 
peal of oleomargarine taxes, and 
statehood for Alaska and Hawaii.

Berlin Settlement Factor. 


In off-the-record conversations 
it was agreed that the easing of | 
the Berlin crisis was one encour- 
aging factor in the welcome - 
change, but that it was not 
enough to bring it about. The 
East-West crisis still contains ex- 
Plosive elements. 

Some delegation spokesmen ex- 
Pressed the theory that the North | 
Atlantic Treaty, once deemed a 
Possibly crippling blow to the 
world organization, unexpectedly 
had served to stabilize both the 
actual European situation and 
the fearful apprehensions it 
created. 

“Relations between the Soviet 
Union and Western nations may 
not have been eased by the pact,” 
one delegate said, “but it elimi- 
mated’ the uncertainty which 
some of us felt was an inevitable 
prelude to war.

of United Nations spirits was due 
to realization and acceptance of & 


its limitations as a force for 
world peace. Its powers are more 
clearly defined, eliminating the 
disappointments following overly- 
ambitious enterprises. 

Conflicts arising within the 
agencies of the organization, in- 
herent in the East-West split, no 
longer invoke the consternation 
of delegates. The Security Coun- 
cil is still seized with political dis- 
putes placed on the agenda four 
years ago. * 

They are yet unsolved, it is true. 
It is equally true that despite 
heated oratory and angry debate 
there has been no war. In in- 
formed quarters the belief is that 
the organization has found its 
useful place in the world of today. 

Today's policy speech by Secre- | 
tary of State Dean Acheson, ap- 
pealing to the Assembly for an 
equitable settlement of issues on 
the basis of reasonable comprom- 
ise, added to the feeling of well- 
being, stimul&ted also by a con- 
ciliatory statement earlier by So- 
viet Foreign Minister Andréi Y. 
Vishinsky. 

Vishinsky Affable. 

Vishinsky, on arrival, said un- 
equivocally that East-West dis- 
putes could be settled by com- 
promise. His unusual affability 
prompted a greeting from dele- 
gates gathered in the lounge yes- 
terday that might be compared to 
thé reception of a long-absent 
brother Elk. 

Usually stern-countenanced, the 
Russi legate relaxed and ex- 
changed hearty handshakes before |§ 
he hastened into a brief huddle :

Of 19 foreign policy resolutions, 
16 opposed the Marshall plan or 
other aspects of this nation’s for- 
eign policy. Only two indorsed 
the Marshall plan and the Atlantic 
pact. One local from Long Island, 
accused “American Communists” 
of attempting to disrupt the plan. 
Another local from the same place 
introduced a ‘resolution opposing 
it: One resolution advocated free 
trade with China. 

Eight resolutions embodying a 
general criticism of this nation’s 
foreign policy advanced the gen- 
eral thesis that it was motivated 
by “big business.” One of them, 
submitted by District Eight Coun- 
cil of St. Louis, stated that this 
Government should be taken “out 
of the hands of Wall Street.” 


Steel Finding Criticized. 


A resolution of a different type, 
adopted late yesterday by a roll 
call vote of 2376 to 1464, afforded 
indication of the strength of the 
left-wing group, regardless of ap- 
preciable gains which the right- 
wing forces may have made since 
the last convention. It was the 
much-debated resolution condemn- 
ing President Truman’s steel fact- 
finding board and containing 
a general summary of the collec- 
tive bargaining policy of the un- 
ion, embracing a “package” in- 
crease of about $500 a year, in- 
cluding wage boosts, pensions, 
health insurance, and a reduction 
in hours. 

The 833 delegates, voting on a 
proportionate basis predicated on 
membership, balloted after a day 
of bitter debate. James B. Carey, 
former president of the UE and 
now secretary of the CIO, led a 
losing fight for adoption of a mi- 
nority report of the resolutions 
committee. Its signers included 
William Drohan of Local 1102, St. 
Louis. 

Out of the debate emerged a 
conflicting view of collective bar- 
gaining methods, Carey contend- 
ed, in effect, that 
should be conducted on a national 
scale, its patterns fixed by “the 
corporate giants in our industry 
and not with the small producers.” 
Opponents of his position, not all 
of whom share political views of 
the left-wing group, argued that 
bargaining should be conducted on 
local levels. Specific cases were 
cited in which advantageous con- 


such methods. 

It was difficult, 
draw a general conclusion as to 
validity of the conflicting view 
points since some of Carey’s sup- 
porters cited instances of local 
contracts which were disadvan- 
tageous to the union. 

Carey cited the general VE 
hourly wage level, which averages 
$1.38 an hour, while average wages 
in stee] are $1.65 and in the au- 
tomobile industry $1.63. Bargain- 
ing in both of those industries is 
carried on along the lines Carey 
espoused. 

Carey Holds Out Hope. 


While conceding the advantage

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GRANT LETTER TELLS 


Missouri Historical Society 
Acquires Request for Redress 
Written by General. 


Additional light on Ulysses 8. 
Grant’s version of his status in 
1862 when he was in disgrace and 
almost quit the Army is shed by 
one of his letters recently ac- 
2 by the Missouri Historical 

ociety. 

Grant, later to become recog- 
nized as the Union side’s greatest 
general, then felt himself under 
virtual arrest. He was serving in 
the Missouri Department under 
Maj. Gen. (Old Brains) Halleck, 
later commanding general of all 
Union forces, and survived the 
crisis “perhaps because of under- 
standing from Halleck,” Charles 
van Ravenswaay, director of the 
historical society, said today. 

Grant's letter, written in a firm, 
clear hand, is dated May 11, 1862, 
after the Union Army suffered 
severe. losses at the Battle of 
Shiloh. A storm of criticism of 
Grant’s generalship had followed 
the battle. 

He was relieved of immediate 
command of any portion of the 
Army in the field, the letter re- 
lates. His request for redress 
said: 

“I believe it is generally under- 
stood throughout this army that 
my position differs but little from 
that of one in arrest, and as this 
opinion may be strengthened from 
the fact that orders are transmit- 
ted direct from headquarters with- 
out going through me, I deem it 
due myself to ask either full res- 
toration of duty accordingato my 
rank or to be relieved entirely 
from further duty with this de- 
partment. I respectfully ask to 
have my position defined so there 
can be no mistake about it.” 
President Lincoln in time put 
an end to the demands for Grant’s 
scalp, presumably from 
outside the Army, with one terse 
comment: 

“T can’t spare 
fights.”

Two bills that would restore con- 
troP of public transportation 
busses back to the St. Louis city 
administration were introduced in 
the House of Representatives to- 
day by a group of St. Louis legis- 
lators. 

Until 1947, busses had been un- 
der control of the St. Louis Board 
of Public Service but an amend- 
ment that year to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission Act gave regula- 
tory power to the state. 

Donald J. Meyer and Aubrey B. 
Hamilton, assistant city counselors 
from St. Louis, who brought the 
two bills here for introduction, 
handéd out statements explaining 
why Mayor Joseph M. Darst and 
the city administration were in 
favor of the elimination of state 
control. The new proposals do not 


affect streetcars, which are under

Meyer and Hamilton said busses 
had operated efficiently prior to 
1947 under city control.

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Labor Press Comes of Age: 
Hard-Hitting Newspapers Go 


Far Beyond Field of Union News 


Public Services Include Interpretative Sto- 
ries, Tabulation of Congress Votes — 800 
Weeklies With 30 Million Circulation 
Have National News-Gathering Agency.

Its place is being taken by pub- 
lications that are real newspapers, 
alert, hard-hitting and staffed by 
professional newspaper men and 
women of more than average abil- 
ity. Their range of editorial mat- 
ter goes far beyond the narrow 
confines of purely union news, and 
their readership extends beyond 
the union membership. 


In. many cases they perform 
genuine public service, the tabula- 
tion of congressional votes, for 
example. The best of the news 
reports are accurate but have a 
labor viewpoint, of course. The 
average reader will find many in- 
terpretative stories he does not 
obtain in his daily newspaper. 

It is estimated that in the 1930s 
there were some 400 or 500 weelaly 
labor newspapers with a claimed 
circulation of about 10,000,000. To- 
day there are reported to be about 
800 such newspapers with a 
claimed circulation of 30,000,000, 

Press Association Formed. 

An important recent develop- 
ment in the field was the forma- 
tion of a co-operative news gath- 
ering and disseminating organiza- 
tion known as Labor Press Asso- 
ciation. It is backed by the big 
unions, has a competent Washing- 
ton staff and is ‘building up a 
nation-wide staff of correspond- 
ents. It hopes to serve 600 
weeklies and such dailies as may 
be interested. 

Its enterprise is indicated by 
the fact it is setting up a special 
service to cover the American 
Federation of Labor convention at 
St. Paul and the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations convention 
at Cleveland within a few weeks. 
News reports and pictures are be- 
ing offered to subscribers and 
non-subscribers for a modest fee. 

The association’s seven-member 
Washington bureau is headed by 
Irving Fagan, a former reporter 
for the Philadelphia Record and 
former American Newspaper 
Guild officer. Its featured colum- 
nist is Nathan W. Robertson, one 
of the best reporters in Washing- 


ton. 

Although there has been no pub- 
lic discussion of the fact, one of 
the reasons for organizing Labor 
Press Association was to offer a 
substitute for the Federated press, 
which has been serving labor 
weeklies for many years. Feder- 
ated Press serves the Communist 
New York Daily Worker, among 
other papers. 

Best-Read Weekly. 

The best-read labor weekly in 
Washington probably is the CIO 
News, edited by Allan L. Swim, a 
former Scripps-Howard corre- 
spondent. It is a tabloid, usually 
of about 12 pages, well-illustrated 
with photographs and cartoons. 

A regular weekly feature is a 
tabulation titled Keep Your Eye 
on Congress.” This sets out the 
legislative situation on important 
measures and suggests what ac- 
tion readers should take. Another 
regular feature is a check-list on 
progress in Congress of the CIO 
legislative program. At the end 
of each term of Congress all Sen- 
ators and Representatives are 
rated on a basis of their tabu- 
lated votes on a group of selected, 
issues. 

An dllustration of the manner in 
which the CIO News enters the 
general news field is contained in 
the Aug. 29 issue. From the tes- 
timony before the presidential 
fact-finding board the steel 
labor dispute the News picked the 
statement of Charles M. White, 
-president of Republic Steel Corp., 
that “there are worse things than 
a strike.” 

The News printed a four-column 
picture of the “1937 Memorial Day 
Massacre” at the South Chicago 
plant of Republic Steel. Ten steel 
workers were shot to death on 
that day and about 90 persons 
were injured. The News, in an 
accompanying article, went back 
to a report on this matter issued 
in 1941 by the LaFollette Commit- 
tee. The report listed White’s ac- 
tivities in connection with the Re- 
public police force and stated that 
in three weeks in 1934 Republic 
spent $11,900 for munitions (fire- 
arms, ammunition and tear gas), 
a project White approved.

Atomic 


Program for Rearming Western Europe ; 
Endangered by Fear of Political Re- 
sistance to Big Appropriations. 


A to face the facts? 


The first fact is that the stra- 
tegic balance of power which now 
protects western Europe from be- 
ing overrun by the Red Army is 
wholly precarious. It rests square- 
ly on the temporary American 
monopoly of the atomic bomb. 

The second fact is that the 
Soviet Union is making a massive 
rearmament effort, in which top 
priority is given to the atomic 
project under the ruthlessly ef- 
ficient direction of former 
N.K.V.D. chief Lavrenti Beria. 
These facts add up to the obvious 
danger of war in the next decade. 
Moreover, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff have faced this danger, and 
have devised a program for deal- 
ing with it. 

Defense of Europe by 1954. 

The program is designed to 
make possible the defense of west- 
ern Europe against the Red army 
by 1954, when Soviet stockpiling of 
the Beria bomb may be expected 
to begin. This five-year program 
calls for the expenditure of eight 
to 12 billion dollars by the United 
States, coupled with a major ef- 
fort to rearm by the European 
countries. 

By 1954, it is estimated, the pro- 
gram would result in 45 to 50 
European divisions in being. Given 
decisive tactical air superiority, it 
is believed that these 50 divisions 
could hold the Red Army until re- 
inforcements arrived and strategi- 
cal bombing began to take effect. 
The program is by no means over- 
ambitious. 

The Joint Chiefs estimate that 
even today, in case of war, the 
Red Army could put 300 complete 
divisions in the field by the end 
of the first month. By the end of 
the first year, the Kremlin would 
dispose of 500 fully armed divi- 
sions. Moreover, as the Soviet re- 
armament ‘effort begins to take 
effect, these massive figures may 
be increased still further. 


The Russians are concentrating 
particularly on heavy tanks and 
heavy artillery. They are known to 
have more than 12,000 operation- 
al planes, including large numbers 
of jet fighters. Examining these 
huge figures of Russian strength, 
a minority of the Joint Chief of 
Staff's strategic planners have 
concluded that, bar a rearmed

Many Imponderables. 

There are so many imponder- 
ables, inclyding the degree of ef- 
fort that Europe is capable of 
making, that the eight to 12 bik 
lion dollar figure is only a guess, 
Yet it is an informed guess.

The Cost of GI Insurance 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Veterans Administration is to be 
congratulated on the simple and equit- 
able formula for distributing dividends. 
However, it is regrettable that it took 
the VA four years to make the an- 
nouncement, which should and could 
have been made in 1945 or 1946. Many 
policies of much-needed insurance would 
have been maintained in force if every 
GI had been told he could continue his 
insurance at such low cost. 

It was apparent to actuaries from the 
start that the premiums charged were 
grossly excessive. With the Government 
paying all claims caused by military 
service as welt as all administration ex- 
pense, there was no justification for a 
monthly premium of 65 cents per $1000 
of insurance at age 21. The payment of 
a dividend of 55 cents for each month’s 
premium proves it. At the same time 
that premiums were based on an anti- 
quated mortality table, the monthly 
benefits payable for the lifetime of the 
beneficiary were likewise based on the 
same obsolete table with the reverse ef- 
‘fect. This resulted in the payment of 
benefits having a value about 120 per 
cent of the amount of insurance. 

Your news item quoted the VA offi- 
cials as giving the typical premium 
charged by commercial life companies 
for term insurance as $1.25 a month per 
$1000 at age 21. This is so far from 
the actual facts that a correction should 
be made. The actual premiums now be- 
ing charged for five-year term insur- 
ance are fairly close to the premiums 
charged by the Government, so that the 
$1.25 is about 50 per cent in error. Out 
of such premiums, the life companies 
must pay the cost of selling and admin- 
istration, and a higher claim rate, while 
the VA can pay dividends.

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Not Worth a Strike 


The central issue in the controversy between 
the big steel companies and the steel union is 
whether the recommended welfare plans for 
pensions and insurance shall be contributory or 
non-contributory. That is, whether the steel 
workers shall pay into these funds or whether 
the companies shall create the funds without 
assistance from the employes. 

This is an issue for collective bargaining. It 
should have been worked out without resort to 


the President's fact-finding board. The answer 


involves questions of the ability of the companies 
to meet the financial obligations of certain pen- 
sion plans. These and other details need to be 
decided at the conference table. 

When the fact-finding board made its recom- 
mendations, both sides shoyld have sat down to 
determine the areas of agreement. Instead the 
lines were almost immediately drawn in public. 
Philip Murray took the position for the unions 
that the companies would accept in toto or else. 
This arbitrary attitude was met by resistance 
from the companies. 

If Philip Murray has been arbitrary, the steel 
executives unquestionably have invited eriti- 
cism on the subject of pensions. For while they 
have been laggards in the matter of setting up 
pension plans for their workers in the mills, the 
executives have taken ‘care of themselves. At- 
tributing his information to company statements 
on file with the SEC, Mr. Murray shows that 
some very large pensions for steel executives are 
provided entirely by the company. That is, these 
pensions are “non-contributory” in the sense that 
the executives themselves do not contribute to 
them. Some pensions are “contributory” on the 
part of the recipients. Some are a combination. 

For example, these SEC files are said to show 
that Irving S. Olds, U. S. Steel board chairman, 
Enders M. Voorhees, finance chairman, and Ben- 
jamin F. Fairless, president, all will draw pen- 
sions of $50,000 a year beginning at the age of 
65. These pensions are paid for by the company. 

In addition Mr. Olds will draw $13,815 a year 
more toward which he will contribute $4410 and 
the company about twice as much; Mr. Voor- 
hees, $20,323 more toward which he will con- 
tribute $4410 and the company about double. 

From the same source comes the information 
that A. B. Homer, president of Bethlehem Steel, 
at the age of 65, will on the basis of his 1948 
compensation of $263,280 receive an annual pen- 
sion of $110,460. Thirteen other officers will re- 
ceive pensions ranging from $9122 to $76,802, 
most of them amounting to more than $20,000 
a year. Mr. Murray said that not one cent is 
being contribited by the executives. So far we 
have heard no denials of his statement. 


Neither has there been a denial of the state- 


ment as to the pension plan for Ben Moreell, 
chairman and president of Jones and Laughlin. 
Though he has been with the company only two 
years, it is said that if he retires in 1953, he will 
receive a pension of $25,000 annually, all paid 
by the company. If he works five years more, 
he will receive $35,000. The explanation of the 
steel companies is that to retain these skilled 
executives it must provide retirement plans. 
These pension plans are proper subjects for 
discussion at the conference table. They do not 
justify arbitrary action. They do not warrant 
a strike. A steel strike on top of the coal strike 
would be a fearful thing, The cessation of coal 
mining has already caused coal-carrying rail- 
roads to lay off thousands of employes. A steel 
strike would hurt countless other industries for 
months to come. It would seriously impair the 
rearming of the democracies in the Atlantic pact. 
The Ford Motor Co, has announced that it is 


ready to grant its workers a pension plan sim- 


ilar to that recommended for the steel workers 
by the fact-finding board. This announcement 
in another industry may produce the break in 
the stalemate. Something should break it. A

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An Art Museum Auditorium 

Attendance at the City Art Museum for the 
year ending April 30, 1949, reached à new high 
of well over 500,000, according to the Museum 
board’s annual report. This record is attributable

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What the Hornbostels Did 


When Gertrude Hornbostel walked out of the 
National Leprosarium at Carville, La., this 
week, she and her husband, Maj. Hans G. 
Hornbostel, could rejoice. In the three years 
since Mrs. Hornbostel entered the institution, 
a brand-new, page has been written in the 
history of an ancient disease. And they are 
largely responsible. | 9 

Mrs. Hornbostel evidently acquired leprosy 
while a prisoner of the Japanese in the Philip- 
pines. Her husband; a veteran of Bataan and 
Corregidor, had also been a prisoner of the 
Japs. Long years in the Orient had made them 
both familiar with the symptoms of leprosy and 
familiar, too, with the fact that it is only “feebly 
communicable,” less communicable, indeed, than 
the far more widespread maladies of syphilis 
and tuberculosis. 

When Maj. Hornbostel insisted upon going 
with his wife to Carville, it touched off much 
publicity, whose implication was that the Ma- 
jor was courting death for love of his wife. 
To this, he said: “Bosh!” Regulations forbade 
him to live at the leprosarium, but he and his 
wife bought a cottage on the grounds, and there 
they spent much of the three years of her hos, 
pitalization. „ ea 

The touch of drama provided by the Horn- 
bostels resulted in a new and realistic attitude 
toward leprosy. Hundreds of articles have been 
printed throughout the country since the Horn- 
bostels arrived at Carville. They have shown 
not only that the disease has been surrounded 
by all sorts of baseless superstitions, but that 
new methods of treatment by sulfone drugs have 
brought about remarkable recoveries. 

Moreover, steps have been taken to relieve 
leprosy patients of the odium they have suffered 
in the past. A national committee, backed by 
the American Legion, which has a post at Car- 
ville, has recommended that special treatment 
centers be established where the disease is 
found (in South Texas, Louisiana, Florida and 
California) and that efforts be made to acquaint 
all doctors in these areas with the symptoms of 
leprosy, which has often been misdiagnosed, 

Maj. Hornbostel, finding that the patients 
at Carville were not allowed to vote, success- 
fully demanded that they be enfranchised. The 
rights of patients, no longer to be known as 
“inmates,” to visit their families occasionally, 
was recognized, Mutilated patients may now 
receive the blessings of plastic surgery. Psy- 
chotie patients are to be separated from normal 
ones. Occupational therapy has been provided. 
These and otber reforms have gladdened the 
hearts of persons who had been cast aside as 
pariahs, suffering the curse of. Leviticus: 

All the days wherein the plague shall 
be in him (the leper) he shall be defiled, 
he is unclean; he shall dwell alone; without 
the camp shall his habitation be. . 
Mrs. Hornbostel not only leaves Carvill 

greatly improved, but she and her husband leave 
Carville with the spiritual satisfaction of lifting 
all but intolerable psychological burdens from 


other victims of leprosy.

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis of Madison 
county has some required reading to do. A state- 
ment by three Southern Illinois circuit judges 
warns that they will not tolerate the practice 
of allowing gamblers to operate in return for 
paying periodic small fines. 

Mr. Lewis and his predecessor, C. W. Burton, 
developed this device to a high point. Gamblers 
“donated” fines, continued their profitable rack- 
ets and seldom risked the higher penalties im- 
posed on second offenders. What this means is 
stated by Judges Reynolds, Bradley and Zim- 
merman: 8 :

Some companies in other, in- 
dustries have successfully under- 
taken profit-sharing plans under 
which their employes share the 
gains of the owners. It may be 
that some such step; and it would 
be a comparatively short step, 
holds the key to another advance 
toward industrial peace. 

The recommendations of the 
steel fact-finding board have been 
well received. The consensus of 


thorough investigation and on the 
basis of that exhaustive inquiry 
made proposals that were in the 
interest of the general welfare 
and not just one or another seg- 
ment of the industry. 


On the Union Side. 


The union’s request for a fourth- 
round wage increase was flatly re- 
jected. This was a bitter pill to 
swallow. Philip Murray, the union 
head, took it with as good grace 
as possible, emphasizing the pen- 
sion and social insurance provi- 
sions recommended by the board. 

There is nothing that compels 
the companies to accept these rec- 
ommendations. But the weight of 
public opinion would seem at this 
point to be on the union side. And 
merely fulminating against the 
fact-finding technique is not 
enough. In the final outcome far 
too much is at stake to tolerate 
recrimination and emotionalism.

Not by Devaluation Alone 


T 


HE crucial issue, which Sir Stafford Cripps hinted at but treated 
gently, is how to reap the benefits of devaluation without suf- 
fering all the pains. The benefit of devaluation is to become 


solvent. But devaluation in itself will not balance the accounts unless 
the painful fact is accepted or imposed that real wages must fall. 


That was why Sir Stafford 
Cripps struggled so long to stave 
off the inevitable devaluation: 
why he used the whole power of 
the British Gov- 
ernment and of 
its imperial con- 
nections to make 
the pound ster- 
ling worth more 
in goods than it 
is actually worth, 

He knew that 
in a modern 
democratic state, 
which is com- 
mitted to a pol- 
icy of full em- 3 
ployment, where 
labor is fully or- Cripps. 
ganized and free to strike, the at- 
tainment of international solvency 
by devaluation is an extremely 
difficult and doubtful undertak- 
ing. For, without extraordinary 
measures of help from the cred- 
itor countries, particular the 
United States, real wages Brit- 
ain must fall if the devaluation is 
to provide more than temporary 
relief—while the shorts cover up 
and the immediate bargains are 
bought up, and before prices, 
wages and production costs in 
Britain catch up with the devalu- 
ation, 


More Cars Must Be Built. 


Sir Staffogd Cripps used as “a 
simple example” an English motor 
car exported to the United States 
on which the price is 300 pounds 
sterling. At the ola rate of ex- 
change that car cost $1200 in the 
United States. At the new rate it 
would cost $840. Presumably more 
cars can be sold at the lower price 
than at the higher. 

So far so good. But what needs 
to be noted is that in order to 
earn as many dollars as before 
the devaluation more cars have 
to be produced and sold—nearly 
50 per cent more, Where the sale 
of one car earned $1200, it is now 
necessary to make and sell one 
and a half cars to earn the same 
$1200, That means that the real 
wages of British producers have 
fallen. And yet in their dollar 
earnings they are still where they 
were before. They work harder. 
They get no more pay. And they 
earn in dollars only what they 
earned before, 

But the essence of their prob- 
lem is that the same dollar earn- 
ings are not enough. They have 
to earn not the same number of 
dollars but more dollars than they 
earned before. So they must 
make and sel] more than one and 
one-half cars for the one they 
were selling, and still they must 

mot expect more pay for the in- 
creased work. 

But if they demand more pay 
for the extra 22 the price Pd

they did before the devaluation, 
the price of the car will rise to 
about 430 pounds sterling.

cepted consciously. 

It was not something against 
which governments felt impelled 
to take measures of compensation. 
The reduction in real wages 
would be imposed by the facts of 
life—by a rise in prices that pre- 
vented people from consuming as 
much and by unemployment 
which prevented the workers 
from bargaining successfully for 
higher wages. 

It may well be that in some 
countries of the sterling area this 
is the way devaluation ‘will work

as Sir Stafford Cripps said, and 
was bound to say, the classic con- 
sequence of devaluation will be 
resisted by the power of the Gov- 
ernment and of the labor move- 
ment, l 


Just Lancing a Boil? 


Sir Stafford tried to tell the 
British people that there would 
be no noticeable and serious reduc- 
tion in their real wages and their 
standard of life. The question, 
therefore, will be whether the 
benefits of devaluation can never- 
theless be achieved. 

Not, I think we had better tell 
ourselves, within the framework 
of the existing economic policies 
of Britain, the sterling area and 
the’ United States. For within the 
present framework of their pol- 
ictes, the devaluation in itself is 
only a relief, like lancing a boil 
without curing the infection. 
None of the hard decisions has 
been made unnecessary. None of 
the heavy burdens, which in dif- 
fering degrees all the free world 
must bear, has vanished. The de- 
valuation has registered but it 
cannot liquidate the continuing 
crisis which is the aftermath of 
the wars, the revolutions and the 
disorders of this dark and bar- 
barous century.

QUESTIONS DIABETES 
REPORT BY ST. LOUSAN 


Dr. Howard F. Root Says Dr. 
Somogyi’s Statement Is 
‘Misleading.’ 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


BOSTON, Sept. 2i—Dr. Howard 
F. Root, president of the Amer- 
ican Diabetes Association, ques- 
tioned last night the accuracy and 
“wisdom” of a report by Dr. Mi- 
chael Somogyi, St. Louis biochem- 
ist, who said a new treatment for 
diabetes would free 99 per cent of 
adults suffering from the diseas 
from the task of taking daily 
insulin shots. 

Dr. Root said Dr. Somogyi’s re- 
port was “misleading.” In his re- 
port to the annual meeting of the 
American Chemical Society in At- 
lantic City, Monday, Dr. Somogyi, 
biochemist at Jewish Hospital in 
St. Louis, said a 14-year study of 


14000 diabetic patients had result- 


ed in discovery of the new treat- 
ment based on diet, which elim- 
inates fats almost entirely. 

Dr. Root, in a telegram to Dr. 
Linus Pauling, president of the 
American Chemical Society, said: 
“Insulin is still the most effective 
treatment for diabetes.” 

Dr. Root asked Dr. Pauling to 
inform the Diabetes Association of 
Dr. Somogyi’s qualifications for 
treatment of diabetic patients. 

Dr. Root also asked Somogyi, by 
telegram, to submit a copy of his 
paper read at the Chemical So- 
ciety’s meeting for study by the 
American Diabetes Association. He 
continued: 

“We question the accuracy and 
wisdom of statement attributed to 
you. You have assumed grave re- 
sponsibility of health and life of 
diabetics by stating the use of in- 
sulin can be discontinued in all 
but 1 per cent of patients.” 

In his report, Dr. Somogyi said 
only 1 per cent of the adult 
diabetes patients who take the 
new treatment would need daily 
insulin shots and then only a 
small amount of insulin each day. 
The main basis of his treatment 
is a diet that keeps body weight 
at the ideal level for a patient's 
age and stature. It allows enough 
starches, sugars and proteins, but 
cuts down on fats. 

Big doses of insulin, Dr. So- 


of sugar in the blood too much. 
When this happens, other glands 
in the body start producing hor- 
mones to counteract the over- 
charge of insulin. This results in 
a insulin poisoning,” he 
said.

U. S. FINDS IT HAS 


BEEN OVERSTATING 
NUMBER OF JOBS 


System Corrected After Dis- 
covery of Error of Nearly 
a Million. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP) 
—The Government’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said yesterday it 
had inadvertently overstated the 
nation’s non-agricultural employ- 
ment by nearly a million Ferne 
in June. 

The bureau said a study of its 
system of weighing data collected 
through samples of employment 
situations showed a steady over- 
stating of non-farm employment 
for a period of several years. 

For June, the agency said, non- 
farm employment should have 
been 42,789,000 instead of the 43,- 
733,000 it had announced—a dif- 
ference of 944,000. Similarly, 
there were overstatements of non- 
farm employment running to 930, 
000 for the year 1948 and 599,000 
for 1947. 

The bureau, an agency of the 
Labor Department, said the revi- 
sions it has made as a result of 
the studies should result in more 
accuracy in the future.

USE OF ‘LEGALISTC' 


Wants to Know if Vanden- 
berg Intended Word as 
a Slight.

I am sure the Senator 
did not so use it.”

“The phrase ‘legalistic de- 
tail’ is merely the legalistic use

TV in Review 
The One-Act Play 


Seems Here to Stay 
By John Crosby 


NE of the conspicuous advantages to getting 
into television early is the fact you can make 
a lot of serious mistakes with the comfort- 
able assurance that not 1 many people have 


seen them. Of’ 


course, this form 
of experience is 
pretty expensive. 
Still, over the long 
haul, these early 
errors may be a 
profitable invest- 
ment. That is, if 
you're willing to 
concede that tele- 
vision is here to 
stay. And I guess 
it is. There’s a new 
book out entitled 
“Women Are Here 
to Stay,” and if the 
girls are going to 
Romney Brent be a permanent fix- 
ture around the house, I think television will 
manage it too, both instruments being of about 
equally delicate adjustment.

WHERE WAS I? Oh, yes, those early mis- 
takes. One glaring example is Colgate Theater. 
This one, a veteran half-hour dramatic program, 
made about as many mistakes as is possible in 
half an hour in its early shows and, in spite 
of them, is gradually emerging as quite a tidy 
little package. I find in my early notes on this 
program such discouraging remarks as “terrible 
acting, writing and direction.” That particular 
statement was made about a playlet entitled 
“The Girl,” a babe who loved a poor man and 
Was in turn desired in the most unspeakable 
way by a rich man who was, of course, also a 
cad. Its chief effect on me was one of para- 
lyzed astonishment that such a drama was still 
possible in this reasonably enlightened age. 

Concerning another one, I find written here: 
“Hysterical acting, Dialogue that wouldn’t be ad- 
mitted to an ordinary comic strip.” I must have 
been carried away by the passions of the mo- 
ment to make that last statement. I can’t imag- 
ine any dialogue that’ wouldn’t be admitted to 
the comic strips. Still, it’ll give you some idea. 
This one, if it matters, was about a couple of 
young marrieds trying to get rid of their Uncle 
Archie. 


* * * 


WELL, THESE WERE ALL in the past. In 
the eight and a half months Colgate Theater 
has been on the air, it has gathered wisdom 
from its pratfalls. The scripts, which once ap- 
peared to have been written in pencil on lined 
paper with the name and grade of the student 
on the upper right hand corner, now have at 
least a vaguely professional air about them, 
though there are no marks of genius. 

The other night Colgate Theater presented a 
crisp and amusing story about a timid little pri- 
vate detective who, after great disparagement by 
the regular police, succeeded in solving a $3,400,- 
000 bank robbery. I’m hardly a passionate ad- 
mirer of private eyes, but this one, very skillfully 
‘acted by Romney Brent, was at least a new va- 
riety of that old species. For one thing he spoke 
English; for another, he had no sex appeal what- 
soever. And he didn’t have a private secretary.

I WAS ONE OF THE people who took an ex- 
ceedingly dim view of half-hour dramatic pro- 
grams on television. I'm willing to take it all 
back now. The first ones were mainly very old 
one-act plays, most of them written at least 25 
years ago when the dramatic pace was much 
slower than it is today. Gradually, a sort of 
short story form is being developed strictly for 
television which has the pace of the movies 
and the brevity of the one-act play. We'll just 
have to get educated to it. 

Meanwhile, the Colgate people seem a little’ 
confused as to their own plans. The program 
has experimented with one-act plays, with Vic 
and Sade on a semi-permanent, basis, and also 
with that old team, Mr. and Mrs. North, of radio 
and movie fame. Frankly, I hope they’ll stick to 
the one-acter. It’s harder to do well, but it’s 
also much more satisfying than the permanent 
cast of characters when it is done well.

the — of civil service em- 
ployees, who have been long in 


the service, in order to find po- 
sitions for veterans of World War 


II. Strange as it seems, some of 


those dismissed are veterans of 
World War I. 

There are a great many civil 
service employees who feel this is 
real discrimination. And they 
maintain that it lowers the effi- 
ciency of the civil serivce sys- 
tem, 

I have often felt that there were 
many things in the civil service 
that needed reform. Now, if jobs 
are to be so insecure under the 
civil service system, it certainly 
will make some people less inter- 
ested in their work. The principle 
of giving veterans, particularly 
disabled veterans, a certain num- 
ber of points, which gives them 
some preferential treatment, has 
been accepted for a long time. The 
present upheaval, however, seems 
to go far beyond anything that has 


ever occurred before. 

I think it deserves careful study 
for the good of the service, There 
is no good to be done if the work 
actually suffers from any particu- 
lar method that is employed. 

The other subject that comes 
up repeatedly is the question of 
old people. 

Evidently science is helping 
many more people to reach a good 
old age. Yet employers are less 
and less willing to keep people 
above a certain age and certainly 
unwilling to employ them initial- 
ly after they have reached a cer- 
tain milestone. 

Some peopie claim that this is 
partly due to the fact that social 
security laws make it more ex- 
pensive for the employer to have 
older employes. Others feel that 
a young person is quicked and 
more alert and, therefore, more 
satisfactory than an older person. 

On the other hand, older people 
feel they are more reliable, 
steadier and have gained much 
in experience. 

It does seem as though em- 
ployers should not have a hard- 
2 rule that retires people 
at a certain age. Instead, cases 


might be considered individually. 
A doctor in a rural area sent 
me an article that he had written 
in which he listed things felt 
were essential if old peopl were 
to happy. Most important 
am af them was the retention by 
an older person of his own home, 
whether that home was a house or 
one room. He felt that living 
with younger members of the 
family was a great mistake for 
old and young. 
This is one of the things, of 
course, which Social Security laws 
try to make possible. At present, 
however, old-age pensions are not 
yet sufficient to make it so. He 
also said it would be better, if 
old people could not retain their 
own homes, to enter some kind of 
an old people’s home operated by 
a réligious or fraternal organiza- 
tion. ge ~ however, are often 
crowded d many old people 
have not been able to save enough 
to pay the entrance fee. My cor- 
respondent feels that in 
cases we are Willing to pay more 
attention to our mals than we 
are to our people.

But 
there is no reason why children 
should listen to them all. They 
should listen to and watch their 
own programs. These programs 
should be rationed according to 
the child’s stage of growth and 
level of intelligence. Any parent 
able to read this paper is able to 
select the proper programs for his 
children and able, too, to see that 
the children follow his schedule. 

As to the other children of the 
neighborhood doing this or that, 
the only answer is, “As for me 
and my house—we do what we 
believe is right.” I will always 
remember the pride and scorn in 
a little girl’s voice as she said to 
a playmate, “My mother and fa- 
ther wouldn’t think of allowing 
mé to do such a thing.”

IBERIA, Mo., Sept. 21. 

Y the side of the road that 

winds among the ‘hills be- 

tween Barren Fork and Tav- 
ern creek, there’s a new sign— 
CONSERVATION COLLEGE, 
There is no sign like it any- 
where because there is no such 
college anywhere else. I€ might 
with fitness be called Resurrec- 
tion College because twice it has 
risen from the dead, or at least 
from what seemed death. 

Conservation College owes its 
life to the Smiths, the Joneses 
and the Browns who had faith in 
it, toiled over it and prayed over 
it when there seemed to be no 
hope for it. A man named Smith 
started it, and a man named 
Jones helped revive it the first 
time and a man named Brown is 
now reviving it the second time, 
with the help of Smiths, Joneses 
and Browns up and down, the 
land, good Americans all, who 
want it to go on serving boys and 
girls of the Ozarks, conserving 
their lives and the soil that nour- 
ishes them. 

Iberia Academy was born of a 
chance meeting of a timid young 
man and a hard-boiled drummer 
on a train back in 1890. The young 
man was G. Byron Smith, just out 
of Knox College, wanting to do 
something with the education that 


he had won the hard way. He~ 


wanted, he told the drummer, to 
help boys and girls who needed 
help. The drummer told him about 
Iberia, 12 miles back in the hills 
from Crocker, 90 miles from the 
nearest high school. If the young 
man wanted to help the boys and 
girls of the Ozarks, that was the 
place to begin. 

The ‘young man named Smith 
made some inquiries and learned 
that Iberia was a sort of Congre- 
gational center by reason of the 
early establishment there. of a 
Congregational missionary church. 
So far so good, for he was of 
that persuasion. He wrote to the 
local minister and was invited to 
come down and have a look. He 
and his young wife arrived by 
train at Crocker at 1 a.m. and 
were met by the preacher with a 
rig. As they rode through the 
dawn the preacher told them 
about the school, which had been 
promoted by a go-getter who 
didn't go far enough or get 
enough, so it had staggered along 
by starts and stops, mostly stops, 
and now it was as good as dead. 
Maybe the young man named 
Smith could do something about 
it. But the minister was not too 
hopeful; he had seen it tried be- 


fore. 
1 


HE community leaders, how- 
T ever, were encouraging. They 

held a mortgage on the build- 
ing which was worthless as long 
as it was idle. So they had noth- 
ing to.lose. They told Smith to go 
ahead. They didn’t tell him about 
the mortgage. Smith went ahead. 
He canvassed the countryside for 
students and rounded up 15 or 20. 
Local people chipped in with 
promises. Prof. Smith was to get 
$400 for the first year, if he got it, 
which he didn’t. He kept the 
school going the first year by put- 
ting his own money into it. 

On a day in June the business 
men who held the mortgage made 
a call. They came with what they 
called good news. They had sold 
the academy for a livery stable, 
which meant that they would get 
their money back. If that wasn’t 
good news what was it? 

Young Mr. Smith, defeated, 
started back to St. Louis. He 
missed the train at Crocker and 


had to wait 12 hours for the next 
one, but the wait. was a break for 
him because on the train that he 
caught he fell into conversation 
with a St. Louis lawyer and told 
him all about it. At Union Sta- 
tion the man slapped Smith on 
the back. “Go back to Iberia,” he 
said. “I'll lift half the mortgage 
and get others to lift the other 
half.” The lawyer’s name -was 
Jones, 

That was the beginning of a 
development which enlisted the 
support of several St. Louis fami- 
lies and enabled the school to 
survive through difficult years. 
The institution, called Iberia Sem- 
inary, was just the equivalent of 
a high school when it was started 
by Smith. Two years later it be- 
came a junior college. Until 1942 
it gave four years’ instruction, 
including two years of high school. 

In that year, with improvement 
of the high school situation in the 
area, it became a two-year junior 
college. It was started as a pri- 
vate school and continued to be 
such, enjoying the interest and 
assistance of Congregationalists 
but without official connection 
with the denomination. 

From the beginning the school 
was dedicated to the classics, for 
which Dr. Smith had a strong

Smith deemed it his mission to 
turn out finished scholars.

There came a time, though, when 
with diminishing enrollment there 
was an increasing demand for vo- 
cational and practical courses. 
Against such innovations Dr. 
Smith set his face firmly. It 
grieved him that students no long- 
er cared for the classics that 
were dear to his héart.

WO years ago it came to some- 
T thing like a crisis. The enroll- 

ment dropped to 28, with a fac- 
ulty of five, giving instruction in 
English, Latin, nch, Greek, 
history, mathematics and music. 
It was the beginning of the end. 
Dr. Smith, 82 years old, had given 
57 years to the school and it 
was his life. He was tired and 
disappointed because students no 
longer loved the classics as he 
loved them. It was time for him 
to turn his life-time’s work over 
to other hands. He resigned and 
went back to his boyhood home at 
Princeton, III., there to spend his 
remaining years, 

It could have been the end of 
Iberia Academy, as it was indeed 
to be the obliteration of its name 
and its classic tradition, but there 
were resolute souls who were not 
willing to see it die. With cour- 
age and devotion they set them- 
selves to keep it alive. Local peo- 
ple and interested Congregation- 
alists decided to try to turn it into 
a school of vocational emphasis, 
with conservation as its keynote. 
A volunteer group began select- 
ing a new board of directors in 
sympathy with these aims. 

First off, they changed the name 
to Conservation College and pres- 
ently put up a sign by the side of 
the road to that effect which chal- 
lenged the interest of passers-by, 
for this was clearly a new kind of 
college. Inquirers were told that, 
‘yes, this was that kind of a col- 
lege, where conservation would be 
taught and emphasized through- 
out the curriculum, for the time 
was coming when there would be 
great need for such knowledge 
and such practices. 

Then along came a man named 
Brown to build anew on the foun- 
dations laid by a man named 
Smith and a man named Jones. 
This Brown came along because 
a new president was needed. In- 
quiries were made and the Rev. 
Walter W. Towle, state minister 
of the Congregational Church, 
said he knew the man for the 
place. He was Dr. Forrest Brown 
of Hollister, Mass., a Congrega- 
tional minister since 1929, a chap- 
lain for three years in World War 
TI, a man as deeply interested in 
the salvation of the soil as in sav- 
ing sinners’ souls. 
Towle wrote to Brown about it, 


telling him the whole story. The 


best that he could say about it 
was that it was an opportunity 
for Brother Brown to save his 
life by losing it in serving the 


boys and girls of the hills. It 
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Peiead 


sounded like a hard proposition, 
but it also sounded like a great 
opportunity for a man not afraid 
of a hard proposition. 

Brown came out and had a look. 
What he saw was pretty terrible. 
The place needed a lot of fixing 
up. That was good, for Brown 
is a natural fixer-up and here 
was a chance to turn himself 
loose. Somewhat to the surprise 
of the directors, who had little 
hope of getting such a man, he 
said he would take the job. The 
feeling of the directors was ex- 
pressed some time later when 
Brown was introduced at a meet- 
ing in St. Louis as the only man 
with the necessary qualifications 
who was damn fool enough to 
take it. Dr. Brown tells that one 
on himself. All right, let them 
have their little joke. Give him 
time and he will show them that 
he isn’t that kind of a fool at all. 

It was in Agust, 1947, that Dr. 
Brown and his wife came to the 
Iberia that was not a promised 
land but a promising land if 
looked at in the right way. There 
Were 19 acres of solid campus and 
five builidngs that were solid too, 
though in need of a lot of fixing 
up. The president’s house, Alumni 
Hall for women, Bauer Hall for 
men, the Martin gymnasium, the 
administration and clasa building 
and the Adda Danforth weaving 
cabin. Housing was needed for 
the teachers on the enlarged fac- 
ulty, so one is being built, with 
students working out part of their 
tuition and the president lending 
a hand. 


Housing the faculty is going to | 


take considerable doing, for the 
curriculum now includes agricul- 
ture, history, English, mathe 
matich, Spanish and French, zoo- 
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logical science, home economics, 
physical education, usic and 
weaving. For the hing of 
weaving and other handcrafts, O. 
A. Kelly and his wife, Bonny, 
have been brought from Shannon- 
dale Community House in Shan- 
non county. 
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OR the emphasis on agriculture 

and conservation 500 acres have 

been bought in the vicinity, 
half in cultivation and half in tim- 
ber. The farm buildings are be- 
ing improved. A complete line of 
farm machinery has been pur- 
chased. A farm and forestry pro- 
gram is being developed for the 
utilization of students on an earn- 
and-learn basis. Concentration at 
first will be on soil conservation. 
Afterward an operational chart 
will be worked out. 

It is recognized that there will 
be much need for students to earn 


as they learn because most of 


them have little or no money. It 
is intended to have boys work 14 
hours a week for room and board. 
There will also be work for girls 
along the lines of domestic econ- 
omy. For the present the school 
is dependent upon private contri- 
butions but it is the hope and ex- 
pectancy of Dr. Brown that it will 
become self-supporting. 


Eligible for enrollment are high 
school graduates. Last year school 
opened with 38 students, but some 
of them couldn’t make the grade. 
The 1949-1950 term opened last 
week with about 40 freshmen. 
No push is being made for stu- 
dents yet, but Dr. Brown expects 
that, accepting them as fast as 
they can be fitted into the schcol 
program, it won’t be long until 
the enrollment is up to 150, the 
school’s capacity. Ultimately, as 
justifying the name of Conserva- 
tion College, it is intended to of- 
fer a degree in conservation.

It 
surely looked as though the con- 
tract could not be set more than 
one trick; this would be only an 
extra 100 points, against an extra 
360 points if the redouble was 
successful. Even if, by remark- 
able chance, South went down two 
tricks, the extra penalty would be 
only 300 points, against the same 
chance for a 360-point gain. 


West had the chance “to be a 
hero” by opening a diamond, but 
this would have been a remark- 
able guess, and West actually led 
his partner’s suit, hearts. After 
the blank ace in dummy took this 
trick, declarer cashed the club 
ace, then ruffed a club. Next, a 
low trump was led toward dum- 
my. West, not anxious to lose his 
trump trick, put in the jack. 
South did not make the mistake 
of ducking in dummy—he won 
with the race. (Had he ducked, a 
shift by West to diamonds would 
have wrecked the contract). Now 
South ruffed another club, ruffed 
a heart in dummy, and ruffed a 
third club, eliminating West’s club 
stopper. 


South now cashed the spade 
king, ruffed his own last heart 
with dummy’s last trump, and 
played the established clubs, West 
could take his trump trick when- 
ever he chose!
